TWO OTHERS MAKE ‘TRIP. 


New York, Oct: 30.—[{Special.]—John Mois- 
ant, the Chicago aviator, bought himself a 
new fifty horse power Bleriot monoplahe 
today from the French team competing in. 
the aviation meet at Belmont park. Within 
a few hours of the time he purchased: it: 
he wheeled it out of the hangar, climbed 
aboard, and earned the $10,000 purchase price 
by fiying dround the Statue of Liberty and 
back to the aerodrome. 

Two other aviators, Claude Grahame- 
White of Engiand and CountJacques de Les- 
seps of France, already had circled the statue 
a short time before Moisant started, and 
in order to annex the prize, which was put 
up by Thomas F. Ryan, the young Chicagoan 
had to fly the thirty*+six miles tn 34 minutes 
and 38 seconds, Grabame-White had cov- 
ered; the distance in 35 minutes, 21.80 seconds, 
while de Lesseps’ time was slower, 41’ min- 
utes 56.25 seconds. 


Delay in» Awarding Prize. 

Moigant knew as geen as he landed that 
he had won the race, but it-wae several hours 
after he had male his better than a niffe 
a minute record before he was sure that he 
Was to get back the $10,000 in cash that he 
had paid out for the French monoplane 
after’ hé had broken his own machine. The 
hitch in announcing: him winner of the prize 
came because the committee in charge of the 
meet had to decide whether today was the 
last of the meet, officially, that is. 

It finally decided that Moisant was entitled 
to the prize, which was put up to be given to 
the man making the fastest time around the 
statue during the meet. There will be flights 
tomorrow, but they will be in place of those 
scheduled for last Sunday and postponed on 
account of high winds. Moisant claimed the 
cash on the grounds thet today wes the last 
official fying day and made good his claim. 

It was a beautiful filght that Moleant 
made, but no more beautiful, except in the 
matter of. time in the air, then those of 
Grahame-White and De Lesseps. ; 

Grahame-White, in bis fight, used the 100 
horse power Bleriot in which he had won the 
international speed race, while De Lesseps 
used a fifty horse power Bleriot, the counter- 
part of Moisant’s machine. 


De Lesseps Gets Away First. 

De Lesseps was the first to start, and Gra- 
hame-White followed while the Frenchmen 
was still in the air.

ENDS FIGHT OVER STRIKE 


Many Arrests Made Among 
. Great Crowds Waiting to 
Hear the’ Result. — 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
Pp sho nse Oct. 30.—Premier Briand today won, 
victory over the Socialists and 
their allies in the chamber of deputies. Fo)- 
an address by the premier in which 


he defended his course during the er 


and ‘antipariiamentarians held 


in the boulevards. The police made a score 
of arrests in breaking up these meetings. 


. Denies Threat of Tllegality. 

Premier Briand, in his address today, did 
not retreat from the determined stand he 
took when he announced several days ago 
that he had discovered a plot on the part of 
the anarchists to overthrow the government 
by violence; using the labor trouble as a 
shield. He did, however, change the word- 
ing of one announcement which was the 
cause of great disorder in the chamber yes~ 
terday. 

During the heat of the depate yesterday, he 
said: 

“ Had the actual laws of the country not 
been sufficient, I would not have hesitated 
to resort even to illegal measures for the 
purpose of preserving the fatherland.”’ 

Today he declared that his remark had 
been misunderstood because the Socialistic 
fury and disorder had hot permitted him to 
complete his statements. What he had tried 
to say was that in grave hours of national 
peril exceptional measures were justified. 
Nevertheless, the government was proud 
that it had kept within the Nmits of legality. 

It had been many years since the govern- 
ment endured such troublous hours, said 
Briand, but the nation had emerged from 
the threatened revolt cleaner, grander, bet- 


ter. 

Then, with a dramatic gesttre, he flung out 
his hands, crying: ‘“‘ Look at these hands— 
not a drop of blood.” 


Voting on Various Resolutions. 

Briand declared the government would 
only accept the order of the day proposed by 
Raynard, as it expressed confidence in the 
government. Priority over ten other orders 
which had been profiosed was given to Ray- 
nard’s order by a vote of 346 to 188. This 
order was. divided Mito phrases, each of 
which was voted on separately. The phrase, 
**the chamber stigmatizes sabotage as vio- 
lence and anti-patriotism,” was carried by a 
vote of 521 to 1. The second phrase, approv- 
ing the acts of the government, was carried 
by a vote of 215 to 116, and the third phrase, 
declaring the chamber was confident the gov- 
ernment would safeguard, within the law and 
order, the legitimate interests of the rail nd 
men amd the liberties of the republic; 
adopted, 329 to 168. The resolution as i. 
whole was carried, 892 to 04.

Portuguese Government Declares It Did

LISBON, Oct. 90.—Sefihor Franco, ex-pre- 
mier of Portugal, who held office at the time 
King Carlos and Crown Prince Luis were 
assassinated in 1908, has been arrested on 
the charge of abuse of power during his in- 
cumbency.

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Economical Housekeeping. — 


BY JANE EDDINGTON, 
Plain Apple Pie. 


HE apple pile is the most standard of 

any of the hearty desserts. What would 

lunch rooms and all their relatives do 

without the apple pie? And yet to order 

this pie at any of them is almost like 
gambling, you never know what you are going 
to get. Apple pie made by the hundreds are 
seldom tasty and inviting and most people 
who eat them in public places choose them as 
the least of several evils. 

It takes a good deal of care in the use of 
flavorings and sweetenings to produce that 
perfect wedding between crust and contents 
of an apple pie, that makes of it a flaky, juicy, 
sweet, untough, undoughy, melting, and a@ joy- 
giving compound. The apple must be done, 
thoroughly cooked, as it used to be when the 


‘pies were baked in the absolutely even and 


effective heat of’the brick oven. The nutmeg 
or cinnamon must have been absorbed rather 
than look as though it had been but freshly 
sprinkled. The crust should be brown and 


light and unsodden. 

Apple Pie I—One large cup of flour before 
meters one salt spoon of salt, one-fourth of a 
cup of lar all mixed together.

While the number is smal in view of the 
While the number is small in view of the 
the period during which it is played, there 
were enough fatalities to prove that basebal? 
is no child’s play and that it is a game of 


some risk. 

It is not possible to draw a casualty parallel 
between baseball and football, and that is 
not the Intent. The object merely is to chronicle 
the facts concerning the principal accidents caused 
by the nation’s most popular pagtinie fn so far as 
they were chronicled by the dally press; the sta- 
tistics having been compiled in the east and in the 
middle west and south. 

The deaths of the season were chiefly among play- 
ers not of the greatest skill. The majority occurred 
in amateur, semi-professional, and townlot con- 
tests, in which the victims had not un ne 
preparation or lacked the skill to avoid m. 
fatal accidents on the professional diamond are 
rare, as they are im the higher ranks of football 
teams. But there is no lack of serious injuries to 
expert players.
